For Vital Moisture 


Small grain crop in the Hamlin 
territory and elsewhere on the 
South Plains generally Is getting 
desperate for moisture. 
The sit­ 
uation of continued dry weather 
throughout 
the 
area 
threatens 
the harvest on thousands of acres 
of wheat and oats, declares Kirby 
Clayton, Jones County agent. 
Pastures in the territory also 
are suffering for moisture, and 
ranchers with their cattle and 
other livestock are being forced 
to feed more than usual for this 
time of year due to lack of small 
grain grazing and pasture. 
Most 
of the stocker cattle bought last 
fall before grain fields started 
drying up have gone to market. 
Farmers generally are pretty 
well along with land preparation 
preparatory to spring 
planting. 
And most farmers declare that 
the sub-soil moisture is still fair. 
Much of the oats and barley 
planted for the purpose of cattle 
grazing has never cleared the 
ground and most is not expected 
to this late in the season. 
Generally, the grain that had 
been grazed during December and 
January looks pretty bad, while 
fields that had not boon grazed 
too heavily look green. 
The sev­ 
eral dabs of m oisture that have 
come during the past 30 days in 
the form of snow' and drizzling 
rains have kept the grain alive, 
but major rainfall still is badly- 
needed in order to make n Wheat 
crop. 
Most stock tanks in the area 
are low’ on water, and stock is 
being shifted to areas w'here water 
is available. 
Well w ater is sup­ 
plementing surface w ater in some 
sections w'here practicable.
